Burt, 
what helpe God hath appoinred by the motions of his ſpi- 
rit, and the power of his Word. 

» The Spirit of God is a great Comforter, and a ſtrong ad- 
fiſtant to man' in the time of need , which chaſeth awa 


fouds of fin, and ſhutteth vp the deeps of hell in our weak- 


neſle, as the winde which God ſent forth on the Earth, ſhut 
vp the Fountaines of waters, reſtrained the raine , and cauſed 
the waters to ceaſe. 

When the Plant or Hearbe beginneth' to dye or faint, 
then to haue a comfortable gale of wind to breathe vpon it, 
and a ſhowre of raine which trickleth with teares, to reuiue 
and refreſh it, how doth this bring flouriſhing to the plant 
againe ? Thus is the weake Chriſtian often refreſhed and 
relicued in his debilitie and trembling weakenefle , accor- 


ding to Gods promiſe: [ willpowre water vpon the thirſtie, and 


flends onthe dry ground : 1 will powre my ſpitit on thy ſeed , and 
my bleſſing ox thy buds, and they ſhall grow as the willowes by the 
water, 

The ſecond helpe, is the Word of God, cither read or 
preached. In the entertainment of this word, here are yarie- 
ties of appetites to bee conſidered. Some defire all rea- 
ding , no preaching , ſome all preaching, no reading, ſome. 
both , that no Corne fall to the — without profit. It 
might peraduenture haue beene warrantable to except ci- 
ther againſt one or the other,if God had not ebdcimedtbed 
feading and preaching, as night be made cuident by manie 
portions of Gods Word. The Word of God is the Word of 
eternall life, either read or traly expounded, and is not loſt 
either in reading or preaching , Ss to. them which periſh. 
Therefore, are they happily conformed to the good mew

Manie of theſe, howſoeuer they profit, 
muſt haue ſuch thinges as delight , ſo they goe to the 
houſe of God, into the Aflemblies of his Saints ; as to a 
Play-houſe, Aske ſome of them for the particular Do&tines, 
they can repeat them better then they can vie them. Theſe, 
are like to an Archer, which carried his Bow with him here 
and there, bur did notſhoote with it : to whom it was ſaid,

That Archers skill is vaine we knoy, 
Who wants a will to vie his Bow. 


Such apply Sermons more to the delight of the eare, like 
muſicke, then to the increaſe of deuotion,of whom Ezechvel Exech.;3. 
ſpeaketh, Lerd, thow art become to them like 4 ieafting Song of 
one that hath a pleaſant voice, Thele, albeit they thinke them- 
ſelues no ſmall babes, are compared to children , which 
take more delight in the gilded out-fide of a Bovke, or to 
tooke on babies and piRures , more then profitable inſtru- 
Qions of good Sentences. They are as childiſh as children, 
which reſpect the laces of a coat more then the cloth. The 
cloth is more worth to couer nakednefle, and to keepe 
warmth : but as to them, a coate is as good as no coat with- 
out-laces, ſo, to the other a Sermon, as good as no Sermon, 
yvithourt inuentions of deleRation. Yet the rule to guide 
both the Teacher, and his Auditours,ſheweth that the yyor= 
thineſſe of DoEtinie is to be preferred before all faire gloſ- 
ſes and pompe of vvords. Pompa verborum neglygenda,rerm: 
momenta ponderanda, Diuers of our forefathers reprouing the 
fancies of ſuch fantaſticall Proſelires, {ay they are like to fif- 
ters which ſhake the fincſt and beſt meale-out, and keepe 
the brand in ill, May itpleaſe you to takea view of that

Tra- 
uailing on his journie in the heate of the day,he couched yn. 
der the Afſe to take the benefit of his ſhadow. The Anletour 
vvhich ſet the Aﬀe to hire , denied him the vie of the Aſſes 
ſhadow, with theſe words of his ftrict condition, I ſet to- 

ou for hire my Afle, but not his ſhadovy. The young man 
rcplyingthat he would keep this — by his hireling, the 
difference vvas grovving from vvords to blowes : vyhere 
Demeſthenes (all gaping on him) brake off his ſpeech. All 
his Auditours earneſtly intrcating him to tell on the Tale 
that they might heare the iſſue , Demeſthenes anſwered 
thus. 

See to your ſelues, vyhat wiſe people ye are, I told youof 
vyholeſome obſeruations, and all that while you vyere ſhut 
yp carelefle of good DoEtrine. Now, I tell you of trifles, as 
much as nothing, the ſhadow of an Aſle, ye are all open to- 
full attention. Thus it is with too manie Chriſtians vainely 
diſpoſed to new matters, not truly reſolued to profitable in- 
RruRions? But vye muſt all bee opencd to wholſeme dottrine, 


. toyſeit and raiſe profit by it,that vvhen the Lord commeth,/ 


hee may receiue his owne vvith aduantage : Bleſſed i the © 
Seruant, whom his Maſter when he commeth ſhall find ſo doing, 

. Secondly, conſideration in this help is,ſo to be opened to 
the hearing of Gods Word,that we euer hearken to it with a 
tender feeling. Many there be,accoiiting themſclues of valo- 
rous & great minds,too great to be daunted with the breath. 
of Gods word or ſound of a Sermon : ſuch heare often,& yet 
are no whit better,their hard harts are not opened. In this miy 
ſery of miſerable men which conceiue brauely of themſelues, 
we may diſcerne the cunning ſlight of the deuil,to w_ me- 
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cines into poyſon, that more men heare,the lefle is their care. 


Thus the marriners, when they haue eſcaped many fearefull 
blaſts, care leſſe when more come ; bur it is a grieuous con- 
dition of inſenfibility, when a Chriſtian eſteemed no more 


of the word of God, then the Sea-faring man doth of a blaſt 
which is quickly ouer , and there an end. Butthis is a trick 


of Sathan , to lull men aſleepe , with thoſe feet ſongs of 


Syon, which God hath appointed to waken vs;to make our 
edges dull with the vyord of God, vvith vvhich vve ſhould 


be ſharpned. Jmitanouit Vulpes que vos neſcitis : the Fox and 
the Deuill come where wee thinke they dare not, and fetch 


preyes, when we ſuppoſe all is ſafe. We reade of filke-worms 


that naturally ra care Thunder, yet their keepers doe ac- 
quaint them much with diuers ſounds , ſo that at length no 
thunder doth amaze them.Such is the profit that ——— 
crites gather by hearing the word of God often, that at 
length no word of God makes them ſtirre an inch, no Ser- 
mons pierce into their conſciences. Alas, for pitty, that men 
ſhould be weakened with foode, with which they ſhould be 
games, or ſhould breake through all fiſhers nets, with 
whic 

faid to make armour impenetrable:{uch a black-Smith is the 
Deuill, a harneſſe-maker , which maketh a breſt-plate,, ſo 
hardened, that no dint of ſword,no word of God can enter. 
This is he that makes the brow of braſſe, and yran ſane, which 
no oyle may mollifie. To theſe hard hearts we fon ſill, 
and caſt bread 01; the water , but woe to them ( 


they ſhould be caught. Clancrs, a famous Smith, is,

pride) which are as vyaters no better by the bread. Letno, 


man thinke it is enough to come to heare Sermons, to carry 
Chriſt vp and downe in the care, and tongue,and barre him 
out of the heart. It vvas the priuilege of Smeon, to beare 
Chriſt in his armes, but that was not his greateſt priuilege; 
it vvas a ſpecial fatour to the bleſſed Virgin,to beare Chriſt 
in her bleſſed vyvombe, but that vvas not her chiefeſt fauour ; 
if they both had not borne Chriſt in their hearts , they had 
both beene ynhappy vnbelecuers', vvhich now are bleſſed 
Saints, To this purpoſe ſaid $, Auguſtine, Cocipiendo Chriſtur 
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in carne ; not ſo ſure a token of grace,as percipiendo Chriflgnf 


fide; one heart full of Chriſt,is more vvorth then all the carkg 


and tongues , vyhich- are full of ſound vvighout ſubſtancey” 
Laſt of all y in this mockerie of Gods ordinance, let thelg 
light-headed hearers know, vyhat vvrong they doe to Gody 
to put a ſcandall ypon the vvord of God, as if it vvere a 
vvord of letters, and not of manners': yea , let themknow 
the vyages of their finne , in the payment of their felloweg, 
vvhich mocked the Meſſengers of God, vntill the wrath of 
the Lard aroſe againſt his people, and tull there was no remedie, 
Thirdly, here is another caution to be added, for our a& 
ceptance of the vyord,that it may open vs to our beſt aduans 
tage. People reſort to the Church, as Gods almes-houſe,to 
be fed, as the flocks of ſheepe to the greene paſtures, where 
Peter muſt feede his ſheepe. But of all thoſe vvhich are miſe, 
rable ſinners , few conſider their owne ficknefle, how th 
neede aphyſicion, more then a nurſe; phyſicke, more then: 
foode. Thus their reſolution not being vvell enformed,car- _ 
ryeth them head-long all to Sermons, as to a meales meate, 
vvhich ſhould firſt be cleanſed, before they eate, and purged 
before they be fed. By more foode receiued into a foule Fe 
eaſed body, the body is vvorſe , becauſe the diſeaſe is 
nouriſhed. The diſeaſe turneth vyholſome nutriments into 
vicious humours,or elſe taketh them in vaine,vyhich doeno 
good, Ifa man goe neuer ſo often to bee fed , and vvillnot 
be purged, his diſeaſe is ſtronger till he dye. Wee muſt firſt 
goe for ſprincklings ypon our leprofie, that being purged,vve 
may eate among the congregations. When Paul had the 
ſcales caſt from his eyes, vvas baptized, and yvaſhed, be re- 
ceined meate, and was ſtrengthened, No doubt, hee did reade 
much of the vyord of God; bur he vyas euery day more fick, 
till he vvas cleanſed. This is the manifeſt cauſe, yvhy ſome 
ny carry away no amendment, or benefit , from thatplace, 
becauſe it is out of their reſolution , to come hither to bee 
cleanſed. They are only vyiſer in their owne conceits,vvhen 
they are nothing better, Some heare Sermons in their pri- 


uate houſes, vyhich are only for their owne tooth , vvhileſt |

giveth —_— of his owne! Charitie muſt bee thine owne, 
which proccedeth out of faith,and ſo mult faith alſo be thine 
ownetrcaſure. 

It is required in all faculties,that a man haue kill of his 
owne, elſe his worke will bewray his ignotance. Achilles 
could not play on an Inftrument by the $Kill of another, and 
therefore he learned of Chiron to haue cunning of his own; 
The Lay man cannot read by the kill of the Cleargie , no 
more then Demetrims could ſpeake by the learning of Theo« 
phraſius , therefore they labour for _— y of their owne, 
If one mans arte could be infuſed into another, Bari might 
haue beene as exccllent a Poet as Virgil; and Dexippm as E- 
loquent an Oratour , as Hortemtivs. In diuine Records wee 
find, that Aholiab cannot worke by the arte of Bezaleel,but 
he muſt haue the Spirit of God himſelfe by diuine wiſdome, 
to find out curious workes,to ſhew his Science in mettals of 
Gold and Silucr. Thus, muſt eueric man in the Church haue 
faith of his owne, according to the inſtance in our commoti 
Creed, I belecue in God. Another mans faith cannot be thy 
Vicar, to ſerue the cure for thy corſcience , which is com- 
mitted to thy Charge, no more then another mans baptiſme 
will ſerue thy turne : thou muſt haue baptiſme and faith of 
thine owne. We cannot borrow perſonall gifts one of ano- _ 
ther, as wee may borrow monic, which may bee inſtantly 
transferred , from one to another. Yet, in theſe diſmall 
times of Poperie,Sathan hath got the vpper hand of a great 
fort of Chriſtians,to perſwade them by the vertue of his ho- 
ly Sonne the Pope ; that a man may thriue in Religion by #- 
nother mans faith , as if a weakeling could wraſtle by _ 

tner 


cher mans ſtrength, and blinde mcn ſee by other mens eyes, 
This is the comfortlefle DoEtrine of Antichriſt ; againſt 
Chriſt : for Chriſt himſelfe doth require particular faith to 
be explicitein exprefſe tearmes , Only beleene , if thou canft 
beleene, This particular faith, is eucric good Chriſtians ſpe- 
ciall take, as was ſaid of Abraham : Hee beleened, and that 
was reckoned to him for righteonſneſſe : and, as it was ſaid to 
the Centurion, As thou haſt beleened, ſo beit tothee, Yea, 
thus it is ſaid toall, that euery one of vs all may looke to this 
childes portion of faith : Whoſoener beleeweth in me , ſhall not 
periſh, Eueric finer muſbhaue ſight of his owne, to behold 
Chriſt, as cuerie Iſraclite bitten, had ſight of his owne, to 
looke to the brazen Serpent : It was not enough te any 
man, to call to all the Hoſt, and ſay, Looke you to the bra- 
zen Serpent, that I may bee healed, nor enough,now to ap- 
peale to the faith of the Church for thy ſaluation. The neceſ- 
farie applications of particular faith , which wee holde for 
truth, and the Papiſts hold for Hereſfie, was neuer condem- 
ned for Hereſfie, yntill the Councell of Trent ſpawned her 
Vipers brood into the Church ; and made many Herefies of 
Truth , and many Truths of Herefie. No doubt, an holy 
Councell to barre the heires of Heauen, of faith, [n qua le- 
titia, lwmen, pax. It'is ftrange, that for matters of earth, or of 
arte, we will not truſt to others, but thinke our buſineſfe beſt 
accompliſhed, when wee effect it our ſe:ues. Yet, our hope 
and reſpe&to our heauenly inheritance, wee put off to other 
mens faith and grace, as if it were not worth our owne. It 
may teach vs — that in this idle errour of implicite 
faith, the fooliſh Virgins ſped hardly , which wanting faith 
of their owne, ſleptin that vaine hope to haue the helpe of 
others. Therefore, let vs not bee deceiued with the counter- 
feit faith, which Hoſius or any other ſuch falſc brother hath 
coyned ; wee muſt haue Lampes and Oyle, and light of our 
owne : Or owne loynes girt,and our owne lights burning .God 
isnot mocked with ſuch hooded-ſhifts : there is no borcow- 
ing when the Bridegroome paſleth by, there can no Prayers 


then helpe, offered to the Church, tothe wiſe Virgins : O, 
giuc

Whereupon are thoſe words of Smplie 
cis, that without queſtion, God will not owne mee, wnleſſe 
I haue faith of mine owne; tro owne him. But it is the moſt 
beneficiall and comfortable treaſure of gladnefle to him, 
which hath faith of his owne, as is 1mplyed in thoſe words, 
to the woman with the bloudie iflue : Thy faith hath mady 
thee whole, andin thoſe allo, to the blindman : Thy faith hath 
ſaxed thee. 

Yet forall this truth of our DoEtrine, I muſt needes con- 
feſſe,that the falſe Dorine of Rome hath brought in much 
aduantage to their Church, if wce may call wickednefle ad- 
uantage. For, indeed this hath beene the Seminarie of all 
Rebellions and Treacheries , hatched ynder their policies 
out of the Cockatrice Egges , to beleeue as the Church be« 
leeueth , to obey, as the Church obcyeth, to hate, as the _ 
Church hateth,to loue, as the Church loueth, that is,ro play 
faſt and looſe, with the deceitfull Woman, the Church of- 


thizhis holy promile, I hauc a depo ſirum with God , my Ples" 
rophoria , my aſſured faith, This faith muſt bee mine owne, 
and continue conſtant to God , neuer to bee transferred to * 
the Church in generall, or to any Saint in ſpeciall : So thatTI 
may ſafely conclude this ſecond word of iniuncftion to my

deprecations and precations. O what man, which conſiderath 
Gods largeſſe,can be rongue-zyde ? The gifts of nature, of lot, 
of grace, gifts beftowed on the Church Militant , Trium- 
phant-: ifs viſible, inuifible gifts, ſenſible, intelleQuall, 
and paſt our vnderftanding. Some open their mouthes to 
aske : as wiſhers and woulders, which can gladly prey vpon 
the riches of the World : Hic ſunt vocales ? ſpeake aloud: 
butwhen they ſhould giue thankes and prayſe to God for his 
goodnefle : Sunt mwlti lapides, they are mutes, their tongues _ 
as dead as ſtones in their mouthes. Theſe are that Pondw 
iners, & inutilis reliu:Vngratefull as hard rockes which yeeld 
no fruit :' this ts the cage of yncleane Birds , which bein 

crammed with Gods plentie, dycin their fatnefle, and —_ 
forth no notes of good praiſe. An vathankful man is:D oliny 
pertuſums : A cleft diſh, all is loſt put in. How ordinarie is 
it with this Wolues brood to mecte at Ordinaries, and t6 
blaſpheme the name of the giuer of their meates, when there 
isno Prayer for Gods blefſing,nor thankes fortheir plentie! 
In the meane while, theſe hope, that allis well withthem, 
not once remembring the Wiſemans warning : When the 
hope of the unfaithfull ſhall melt away , as the Winters theare- 
frof#, andrun away as wnprofitable water. On the contrazie, 
here are commended. ynto vs the pleaſures of Prayer, 
ſound thankefulnefſe. Prayer is a rich Oratour , which ob- 
taineth great rewardes, and by daily purchaſe doth thriue 
faft : / forgame thee all thy debt, becaxſe thou prayedſt me. Tis 


pberius was ſaidſo to loue Muſicke, that in the hearing of

We know,that monie of all ſtamps was intended, 'commen-+ 
ded, and commanded, for facilitie of exchange among all 
Nations of the World, they which haue good monie;'neede 
not want any thing. Thus is Prayer commended ynto vs, as 
ſpirituall monie : Ca/l wpon mee mm the day of need, and 1 will 
heare thee, Therefore Dawidplyes the Lord with his-monie, 
that hee may gaine by the exchange : / called wnto the Lord 
with my voyce, and hee heard me ont of his holy hill. This gaine 
made him ſo iocund, / ſpat waxt wothing , Hee ſpall hane my 
Prayer, and | ſballhane his goodneſſe.

Alas, there is no reafon, but 
can finde-twentie yvayes to ſpend mo. 
uild Tabernacles, and haue more zeale

- then to giue more. Commonly, the richeſt,whole turne God 
hath ſerued;turne ouerthe Church to ſerue their owne turne, 
as if all vyere too much for God, and all too little for them- 
ſelues. If God may bee vvell ſerued vvith lip-labour, there 
are many that yvil belabour him with wordes,bur they loue 
not to ſpare a croſle ; croſſing is no bleſſing. Or if there bee 
deuotion enough in kneeling and croſſing , then God ſhall 
| haueplentie of ſeruice from others, vyhich yet are loth to 
part vvith a crofle of money : none of all theſe are vvide o- 
pened, What then ? is not lip-labour enough, that it may 


ſerue the turne to open the mouth? No,not euery one which 


faith vnto n_ LOTS numbers of words with- 


out zealous faith, is of as much efficacy , as a role of beads,

The lot of ſuch Orators is blancke,, as pray with the lips, 
vyhen the heart is farre away , and they are yyell compared 
to Lampries,which are reported to haue bones only in their 
mouth, and none atall in all the body. Thus are hypocrites 
diſpoſed to champ and chew a little deuotion in the mouth, 
yvhich in all the ſoule haue no zeale of Gods houſe. The 
mouth is of excellent yſe to praife God openly (vyho made 
the mouth for his praiſe) bur to be all mouth, and no hearr, 
ts faulty, as to haue mouths like Idols, and ſpeake not. The 
mouth tn the ſeruice of God is yery expedient to helpe a dull - 
memorie , as a Scholer by one yyord remembreth another. 
To inflame deuotion in others, as by one ſparkle great fires 
may be kindled, | 
To caſt floth and drowſinefle out of prayers,as the words 
of a yvatch-man keepes all the ſentonell waken : yet is the 
heart primarius wagiſter excubiarum, this muſt waken,leſt all 
fleepe. Holy vyardes yvithout zeale in the heart , are like:

When Alexander had conquered the land of Arabia, hee . 
ſent a ſhip laden vvith frankincenſe to one of his Princes, 
vvith this charge ; to ſerue the gods franckly : by vvhich we 

erceiue thus much, that the Heathens had this impreſſion of 
reaſon, that they vvere likely to ſpeede beſt vyhich did ſerue 

God vvith moſt deuotion. 

The daily ſacrifice commanded of the true God , vyas of 
# fine lowre , mingled yvith beaten _ , toteach ys, that 

vvhen prayers are of zealous lips, vvith humble and contrite 
hearts,then the Sacrifice hath a pleaſant and ſweet ſauour to 
# God. It hath beene well obſerued, tharthe Lord did allow 
no fiſh in Sacrifices, not that God made no fiſh, butwill bee 
quickly dead out of the water ; God will haue « wing Sa: 
crifice, a liuely gift, and a lively giuer, Sing vve merrily yn- 
to God, and ſerue him vvith a cheerefull heart, Our very of- 
ferings of mercy which we ſhew to our brethren,muſt come 
forth of cheerctull hearts , and our wordes muſt bee as the 
words of Apeltos, ſpoken feruently in the Spirit. Sacra cele. 
rin abſolnenda : prayers of faith auaile much, if they bee fet- 
uent. It is morerequired of a ſeruant to ſerue well , thents 
ſcrue long,& howſocuer the Romiſh Synagogue doth boaſt 
of their long ſeruice , many particular Churches, in ſhorter 
time, haue ſcrued God better. The malefaQtor which dyed 
happily with Chriſt ypon the croſle,did not ſerue God long 
bur very deuoutly for the time ; he opened his mouth wide, 
at laſt. Penitent =_ was long before ſhee loued, but ſhee 
loued much : the prodigal ſonne was long before he came to 
himſelfe , but in that ygrarize conuerſion , quantus feruer: 

Father, I haue ſinned; he opened his mouth wide. 

But we muſtlooke to the compaſſe of this zeale: thereis 
inſt, impiecs , ivuſt zeale, as the diligent Bee, doth ſer her 
ſtrength againſt the Robbers, ts defend the hiue. Such zeale 
had that honourable Courtier Nehemiab,to defend the Bee- 
hiue , and keepe the numbers of Gods people. The otheris 


zelu inniaie, a giddy-headed and fooliſh zeale,fuch as was 
in

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athing cloſed and kept in ſecret , as inthe Poye all the ſe- 


into Egypt. Such as loue Egypt better then Canaan : Eovn.. 
tians _ then Ifraelites _— better then En oland: To 
heare a Maſle ſung, rather then the Goſpell preached. Such 
as are our new-fanglers , which long to hatch their cocka- 
trice egges, full of enuying, ſtrife, and,diuiſions, This zeale 
is the enemie of loue, which doth not ſo boaſt it ſelfe, nor is 
ſopuffed vp ; this zeale ſpeaketh euill of thoſe which haue 
loued Sion, and helped to make yp her breaches, but who 
art thou which judgeſt another man ? Shall the zeale of am- 
bition iudge the zeale of religion? zeale of an humoriſt, the 
zeale of a reſolued Chriſtian? Who requireth theſe things at 

our hands? ſuch care and labour, ſuch colling and jioyning 
of hands together, to bee acquainted with pride, ſedition, 
deceit , Idolatry , that for Balaams wages yee may goe on 
inthe gaine-ſaying of Corah, and fay to Hoſes and Aaron 
(as farre as you dare) yee take too much vpon you, yee Sons 
of Lexi. This is the frenzie of ſeditious zeale, euer too

Yea, thus is mans bodie and ſoule mif- 
ledinto much irkeſomeneſle and perill , his finnes being as 
the Hawkes hood on his eyes:So blinded, that he perceiueth 
not the right vyay, neither can he tell when hee is in or out; _ 
more then an ignorant Rome-Catholike, vyhich knoweth 
no yvay but ouer the Church-yard ſtile to the Church , and 
belceueth as the Church beleeuerth. This blinde man in this 
beliefe muſt follow his dog his Ieſuite, or his Prieſt where- 
focuer he goeth , though he lead him ouer the ſhooes into 
treaſon,and ouer the eares to the gallowes.

| Now, let mee ſpeake alittle to thoſe other aftors in our 
vvofull Tragedies , vyhich doe,as the drunkard, open! their 
mouthes too much to the hurr of other, /c:/icer the flatterers 
and ſhunderers alwaies practiſing to ſhake other mens hou- 
ſes that they may totter and fall. Out of the abundance of 
the heart the mouth ſpeaketh , and their mouthes bewray 
their hearts, that they are both murtherers. It hath beene 
obſcrued of birds, beaſts,and fiſhes, that ſo much more hurt- 
full they are, as their mouthes are yvider then others, ſuch 
rauenous creatures are flatterers and {launderers, who haue 
yvide mouthes to the hurt of others.They thinke themſclues 
wiſe in their yvords, but the Wiſe-man putteth them on the 
fooles file. T he month of 4 foole powreth out fooliſbmeſſe. Yet, 
though we muſt grant ſuch vviſe-men to be fooles, vve con- 
feſſe vvithall, that they are craftie fooles, their mouthes are 
their fiſh-netts.T haue heard of two fiſhes with ſtrange qua- 
ities : the one in the freſh water doth gather falrnefſe into 
his mouth, the other in the Sea, doth ſweeren the falt vyater 
which he letteth into his Iawes. I fhall tell you that which 
is more ſtrange, theſe two fiſhes live vpon the land, but if T 


ll you they be flatterers and flaunderers, you will fay they 


are no ſtrangers. Woe bee to theſe fiſhers, and their fiſhes, 
Woe be to them vvhich call good euil,and euill good.One, 
called good euill , and turnes vertues into vices, the other 
calleth euill good, and maketh pleaſant freſh waters, of yn- 
pleaſant and vnſauorie finnes. The flatterer he faith to his di- 
{ciples,that his words, Albeit there be in them the ſauour of 
death ynto death, yet they are the vvordes of eternall life. 
The ſlaunderer hee faith , His neighbour hath no truth, 
the Proteſtants haue not the Scriptures, their vvords are all 
lyes. Theſe fiſhers are both dangerous, yet becauſe the ſlan- 
derers hote ſcalding vvaters are eaſily perceiued to bee 


more full of poyſon, then of medicine, I will buttouch the 


fatterer ſwimming in our ftreames, and vvith as much good 


take heede, asI can flye them both. Ir is written of one of 
thoſe 


; neſſe and gnaſhing of teeth : Hee ſaid, all thoſe tricks were

leſuite vvill warrant you that murther is wholeſome, as hee;. 
can warrant any man rather to keepe company vvith an vns., 

lawfull Concubine, then a lawfull ſpowlſe, that ſmall erroue,, 
is but acaft of his office. All theſe impieties, and all which, 

come out of their corrupt hearts, doe not taſte from a Jeſuits,. 
mouth like waters of bitterneſle , for they are very vvhole-, 
ſome and of great aduantage, Propter bownm ſpirituale , for. 
their Catholike cauſe : but their throats are open ſepulchers;,, 
and here great numbers periſh. Therefore to theſe I ſay,O-

and thirtie yeeres torment with his diſeaſe , defired to bee 
healcd, but NVabal after fiftie or fixtie yeeres torment , 
vyhich he hath tormented others, hath no defire to comets 
Betheſda to bee healed. The queſtion of our 'Sauiour may 
ſeeme needlefle, Youldeft thow be made whole ? No, Sir, my 
ſickneſle is the pleaſure ofmy life,it is no diſeaſe at all.Shall 
T lament, yet a litcle more, vyhat an affliction of minde it is, 
to tender conſciences, toſce inva Chriſtian State, rhat they 
which by oppreſhon, and inſatiable gaineshaue made ma-, 
nie poore, vvill not feed any poore. Remember that Cine 

cilium Twronenſe, vnder Inftinian the good Law-maker.

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' , Wee haue the Law, that none ſhould begge : bur cruell 
euerfions of whole Families, and fearefull pulations 
without care of [oſephs affliftion, hath fo bruiſed it, that it 
cannot ſtand, except it bee ſtrengthened in the ioynts, and 
lengthened in wind, 

Ic may bee ſaid to me, What baſe popular ſpirit doſt thou 
flatter wilfull beggers, which might liue by labour and will 
not?No,]I ſpeak for the ſilly out-catts of [/rae!, which would 
live by their {iveat and labour,and cannot;or for the blinde, 
lame, aged, theſe ſhould bee charitably relecued : the other 
wiſely conſtrained to liue. I could wiſh with all my hearr, 
that in Eng/and,that Amaſiazs Cenſus were eſtabliſhed, which 
Law, or one verie like to it, made Rowe to flouriſh, that it 
was then called Rows #n flere, The Law was this, that eue- 
rie one ſhould apply himſclfe to ſome approbable faſhion of 
life, cither to contemplatiue or actiue, by which hee and the 
Common-wealth might fare better , and that hee ſhould 
beare about him- whereſocucr hee went, ſome. Cognizance 
of his profeſſion. Ir is reported , that this Law did fo exile 
idleneſſe, that there were no ſuch Caterpillers in hedges, 
high-wayes, in twi-lights, in ſtreets, in Play-houſes,as now 
feed vpon the ſweat of others. Yea, that when a Gentleman 
ſought for a Meſſenger to carrie him a Letter for the ſpace 
of two or three miles, he could not find one ſtanding 1dle in 
the Market place. Thus all our lazie routs being applyed to 
profitable induſtries,our blefled Nation (by Gods biefſin g) 
flowing with abundance of increaſe , might bec Britanra in 
flore: the beautie and glorie of all Ilands. But how ſhall this 
come to paſle, when cuerie wealthie mans care is to contra 
his houſhold, and careth not to impley any Seruant to any 
ſeruice? So manie which clip the Labourers hire, and ftretch 
out his rent, or turne him out, .and ſend. him packing for 
want of worke, to begge. A good rich man is reſembledv 
vnto vs, by e/E£ſculapins, who , uk a golden beard, had ' 
written vnder it : #ho ſo # bald, let him take hairer from» 
hence, to coner his nakedneſſe. 

A wicked rich man is quite of another diſpoſition , com- | 
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re he coucr.the nakednefle of one. Wy þ 
Ifa man ſhould aske his Neighbour , what is nowthe d 
great buſinefle of this World? might not this be his anfwee 0 


Tomake mennaked. Is it not the faſhion of too manie;tog 
rich men, to pull the hairie ſcalpe of the -poore, fo long ill ] 
there is no haire left,as if the fcalpe were the Tenants,and WM 
the haire the Landlords? Y ea, in our daies vyhat vnnaturalk W 
ynchriſtian Suits are commenced for Commons, by the name 
of Waſts?for new-cuts out of other mens clothes?that the fax 
rich man may rake his fat out of the guts of poore pain! 
and carefull labourers, which hetpe to maintaine our Chu. . 
ches, Corporations, Towne-ſhips, and Common-wealth,”/ 
"When a young firipling hath puld the feathers of elder 
Birds, to make himſelfc wings, and to fatten himſelfe, ſent 
leanenefle into the verie ſoules of poore Chriſtians, what 
then becomes of all?Surely then the backe an the belly de- 
woures all, which two are the Bloud-ſuckers and Waſters.of 
our faire & fertile great Britanie,For clothes to the back,and 
dainties to the belly, the riches of England take their wings - 
and flie into all other Nations , to feather their neſts , and 
pull downe our owne. This is all the profit we reape by co- 
uctouſneſſe, whichis cruell to his Neighbour in rifling his 
purſe, that the monie may be ſent abroad to the diſabling of 
our whole Countrie , and the inabling of our Encmie, But, 
to conclude all tedious complaints , and grieuances , I did 
craue fauour to deliuer at the Croſſe , three inſtances out of 
my grieued knowledge, of a Patrone , Land-lord, Neigh- 
þour, which not being worth ſo much coſt, I haue dds:
